London. Jan. 2. — Postmasters 
throughout the United Kingdom have 
commenced the payment i>f old age 
pensions under »hs act of last session 
of parliament to persons over 70 years 
of age. 

Seven hundred thousand applica¬ 
tions for pensions have been received, 
of which 200.000 were disallowed, chief¬ 
ly because the applicants have been In 
receipt of. poor nlief. 

It Is estimated that the old age 
pension* will cost the country $ 55 , 000 .- 
00 annually. The highest pension la five 
shillings weekly, which wUl be paid to 
applicants havin# an income below S105 
a year. If their Income exceeds 2106, 
but ft less than fir, 8 , smaller amounts 
will.be paid.
